A  20  Year  Landmark 


In  the  rear  of  Atchison's  Phar- 
macy on  20th  Street,  there  is  a 
contracted  U.S.  Post  Office  sta- 
tion that  offers  about  the  same 
services  as  a  regular  Post 
Office. 

The  pharmacy,  built  after 
World  War  I,  contracted  for  a 
Post  Office  station  about  20  years 
ago,  according  to  the  recollection 
of  Dave  Bonelli,  current  owner, 

Ms.  Alma  Mefford,  the  sta- 
tion's clerk,  part-time  and  full- 
time,  for  the  past  18  years,  is 
a  Hill  resident  of  over  30  years. 
Mefford  stated  that  she  handles 
Public  Utilities  bills,  sells  a 
variety  of  postage  stamps  and 
is  quite  busy  with  bulk  sales  to 
the  business  firms  that  dot  the 
bottom  of  Potrero  Hill. 

Ms.  Mefford  pointed  out  XhAt 
a  large  percentage  of  mail  goes 
overseas,  reflecting  family  ties. 
People  who  migrated  to  this 
country  many  years  ago  remain 
in  touch  with  their  relatives  in 
other  countries. 

"We  feel  as  though  we  live  in  a 
itCtle  town  withi-n  a  city  and  we 
treat  each  other  with  more  con- 
cern for  the  welfare  of  all.  So 
we  try  to  give  special  care  lo  the 
elderly  and  those  who  need  help 
with  postal  problems  and  can't 
get  downtown  to  the  larger  sta- 
tions, "  Ms.  Mefford  concluded. 

The  Post  Office  is  open  week- 
days from  10  AM  to  12  noon,  and 
12:30  to  4  PM;  and  Saturdays 
from  9:30  AM  to  12  noon,  and  is 
located  at  the  rear  of  store  at 
1607  20th  Street.

We  can  effectively  decentralize 
government.    The  purpose  of  this 
letter  is  to  request  any  and  all 
organizations  in  these  districts  to 
invite  the  Human  Rights  Commis- 
sion to  hold  one  of  its  regular  of- 
ficial meetings  within  your  dis- 
trict ...  an  invitation  should  be 
extended  to  every  one  of  the  other 
Commissions  of  San  Francisco, 
as  well.  " 

Ms,  Maxwell,  a  longtime  advo- 
cate of  civil  rights  and  an  acti- 
vist in  community  affairs,  has 
been  the  Director  of  the  Neighbor- 
hood House  since  1972. 

Funding  Sources:  New  Help 

Coalition  of  Groups  Help  Each  Other 

In  a  remarkable  attempt  to  reach  every  conceivable  community  group 
needing  funds.  Glide  Church's  Center  for  Self  Determination,  under  the 
leadership  of  Rev,  Cecil  Williams,  has  brought  together  over  60  San 
Francisco  organizations  who  are,  in  turn,  helping  to  formulate  a  grant 
funding  resource  center. 

Meeting,  initially,  to  introduce  thfe  Center's  facilities  to  community 
groups  needing  help  on  various  levels,  i.e.,  how  to  use  the  media; 
where  to  look  for  free  legal  help;  and  where  and  how  to  apply  for  money, 
the  Center  quickly  realized  that  the  most  important  asset  they  could 
offer  groups  would  be  guidance  on  funding  sources.    As  a  result,  an  all 
day  seminar  was  arranged  for  early  March,  bringing  such  a  demand  for 
representation  that  the  Center  had  to  turn  away  many  groups,  especially 
from  outside  San  Francisco. 

Government  and  private  funding  sources  were  represented  at  this 
seminar  and  no  strings  were  pulled  by  participants  as  to  the  viability 
and  practicality  of  most  community  based  groups  to  receive  grants 
from  the  better  publicized  and  well  known  philanthropic  and  government 
organizations. 

Several  representatives  of  funding  sources  agreed  to  continue  to  work 
with  and  aid  community  groups  in  their  efforts  in  the  areas  of  proposal 
writing  and  applying  for  non-profit  status. 

This  creation  of  a  city  wide  coalition  of  community  agencies  is  ex- 
panding Its  network  of  ideas  and  proposals  and  has  received  working 
commitments  from  the  Mayor's  office,  as  well  as  attorneys^  public 
accountants,  and  private  funding  groups  to  assist  the  newly  formed 
coalition.

City  wide  Decisions  Planned 


On  March  10.  San  Franciscans 
for  District  Elections  (SFDE) 
held  a  Community  meeting  at  the 
Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House. 
SFDE  is  a  coalition  of  community 
and  neighborhood  groups  whose 
purpose  is  to  place  an  initiative 
measure  which  would  elect  Super- 
visors by  neighborhood  district 
on  the  November  ballot.  The 
main  tasks  focused  on  during  the 
evening  were  the  drawing  up  of 
district  boundaries  for  Potrero 
Hill  and  the  selection  of  five 
people  from  the  community  to 
serve  on  a  Drafting  Committee 
responsible  to  SFDE. 

Concerns  raised  by  the  resi  - 
dents  were:    Where  would  Potrero 
Hill  be  the  most  comfortable  in 
terms  of  an  alliance?    How  would 
the  Hill  get  the  best  kind  of 
government?    How  many  super- 
visors would  be  desirable  to  elect 
at  this  time  ? 

In  terms  of  alliance  it  was  dis- 
cussed whether  Potrero  Hill  should 
ally  Itself  with  some  combination 


of  Hunters  Point,  Bernal  Heights, 
the  Mission,  South  of  Market,  or 
smaller  surrounding  communities, 
Residents  worked  on  drawing  up 
suggested  boundaries 

A  majority  vote  for  11  supervi- 
sors prevailed,  the  dominant  feel- 
ing being  that  more  supervisors 
would  not  be  politically  feasible 
at  this  point  in  time  since  voters 
would  not  elect  more  district 
supervisors  if  it  will  cost  them 
additional  money. 

Five  people  were  selected  to 
represent  the  Potrero  Hill  com- 
munity on  a  citywide  Drafting 
Committee.     They  are:  Howard 
Moskowitz,  Judith  Brecka,  Jim 
Ronk.  Oney  Harper  and  Marvin 
Gordon.     The  Drafting  Commit- 
tee will  be  the  working  commit- 
tee of  SFDE  for  drawing  up  spe- 
cific plans  for  district  elections. 
Upon  completion  of  a  plan  (or 
plans)  the  Drafting  Committee 
will  report  to  a  Coordinating 
Committee  and  at  that  time  the 
latter  will  endorse  a  community 
plan. 


Mall  Service  Cutbacks  Expected 


In  the  works  for  the  American 
public  are  probable  cutbacks  in 
postal  services:    Five  to  three 
day  household  deliveries,  fewer 
post  office  stations,   less  street 
corner  mailboxes, 

A  recent  statement  issued  by 
National  Association  of  Letter 
Carriers  (AFL-CIO)  President 
J.H.  Rademacher  in  reply  to 
Postmaster  General  Benjamin 
Franklin  Bailar's  remarks  about 
retention  of  postal  services  at  the 
lowest  practical  cost,  "...  (he  ) 
unilaterally  commenced  a  rape  of 
the  postal  service  by  ordering  a 
50%  reduction  in  mail  deliveries 
to  many  business  customers.  " 

"Our  union  members  know  from 
first-hand,   day  to  day  experience 
that  the  survival  of  many  business 
establishments.  ,.  depends  almost 
exclusively  on  swift,  frequent, 
and  reliable  postal  service. 
Workers  employed  in  these  es- 
tablishments will  become  unem- 
ployed, adding  to  the  high  unem- 
ployment figure,  "  he  continued. 

"In  resisting  any  increases  in 
public  service  subsidies,  the 
White  House  is  simply  not  being 
consistent  or  realistic.    For  ex- 
ample, there  was  no  public  outcry 
or  resistence  to  increased  sub- 


sidies to  the  airhne  industry.  The 
railroad  industry  was  recently  the 
beneficiary  of  a  $6  billion  'loan' 
to  cope  with  deficits  caused  by 
double  digit  inflation  -  to  which 
the  Postal  Service  was  not  imm - 
vine.     The  airlines  and  railroads 
were  not  ordered  to  eliminate 
week-end  service,  and  curtail 
schedules  on  week-days.  Why, 
then  should  the  Postal  Service  be 
required  to  curtail  and  eliminate 
vital  mail  services  because  of  a 
billion  dollar  deficit  in  operating 
funds?."  he  concluded.

GG  Park  106  Year  History  Show 

On  July  2,  1852,  San  Francisco  petitioned  the  State  Board  of  Land 
Commissioners  for  four  square  leagues  to  which  it  was  entitled  under 
Spanish  Law.    Known  as  the  Outside  Lands,  the  area  covered  the  en- 
tire west  side  of  the  peninsula  from  Divisadero  Street  to  the  Ocean. 
From  this  land,  the  area  for  Golden  Gate  Park  was  set  at  1,  013  acres 
by  the  City's  Board  of  Supervisors  in  1870,     William  Hammond  Hall 
was  appointed  Park  Engineer  in  1871  and  work  began  at  the  Panhandle 
and  gradually  extended  into  the  Park  proper.    Appointed  Parks 
Superintendent  in  1887,  John  McLaren  tamed  several  hundred  acres 
of  shifting  sands  and  developed  the  natural  plantings  of  Golden  Gate 
Park,  a  task  he  supervised  for  56  years  until  his  death  in  1943  at  the 
age  of  96. 

A  multi -media  exhibition  reflecting   the  106  year  old  history  of 
Golden  Gate  Park,  co-sponsored  by  the  McLaren  Society  and  Cali- 
fornia Historical  Society  opened  last  month  at  the  CHS'  headquarters, 
2090  Jackson  Street,  San  Francisco.
